MANY COTTON BLAZES DURING HOLIDAYS 


Over One Hundred Thousand 
Bales Stored in Savannah 
To Be Held Awhile. 


Savannah, Ga., December 16.—(Special.) 
There is more cotton in Savannah held 
for interior owners than has been the 
case at any time within ten years. The 
Central is rapidly moving the bulk of 
the cotton from points on its line and 
bringing it here for storage. Seven ware- 
houses leased from the Central by Mr. 
C. C. Hanson, lessee of the Central rail- 
‘road compresses, have been loaned to 
the cotton commission houses for the 
purpose of storing the cotton sent here 
by their customers in the interior. 

Mr. Hanson attributes this rapid move- 
ment from the interior to two causes, 
the fact that the owners are holding the 
staple for a further advance and that 
they desire to get it away from interior 
towns where the safeguards against fire 
during the Christmas holidays are not 
all they might be. There are many cot- 
ton fires as a rule during the holidays, 
and for this reason, and on account of 
a lack of necessary protection, the in- 
surance rates are higher at such places 
during that period. In Savannah, how- 
ever, such is not the case, since in ad- 
dition to every ordimary precaution, a 
plece of fireworks or lighte d cigar is 
not allowed within a quarter of a mile of 
the Central's cotton warehouses, The in- 
surance rates, therefore, remain the 
same. ae 

There is in Savannah now close to 120. 
000 bales of cotton, not quite so much 
as last year at, the same time, but a 
great deal more of it is owned in the 
interior. It is believed the amount wi) 
reach 150,000 bales by January Ist. Just 
when this cotton will move is a problem. 
Few vessels are loading ‘now for foreign 
ports and the buyers do not seem anx- 
ious, However, it will have to go very 
soon now, and an enormous demand for. 
tonnage is expected within gi to sixty 


days.

General Principle of Neutrality. 

This general principle of neutrality ts 
the keynote of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. In Grafting inis document, Sec- 
retary Hay has almply adhered closely 
do that principle to which this govern- 
ment had always previously adhered. 
There was absolstely nothing in his ac- 
tion to warrant the charge that he was 
“making concessions’ to Great Britain, 
that he was “giving something away” to 
Great Britain, or that he was part ularly 
friendly to Great Britain in any way 
whatsoever. He was simpy sticking to 
the principle that had become a part of 
American diplomatic history. His position 
in this matter was just as American as 
would have been his reiteration’ tn so 
many words of the Monroe doctrine. 

There is no nced in misrepresenting him 
in this matter or in any other. Those 
persons who charge that the treaty he 
drew is anything like an abandonment of 
American principles or that it clashes 
with the Monroe doctrine or does any- 
thing of the sort, are either ignorant of 
the facts or for purposes of politics or 
other reasons desire to misrepresent him. 

Not an Oversight. 

Senator Davis, whose position in this 
matter was undoubtedly inepired by per- 
soral pique—in some degree at least— 
charged that it waa a strange oversight” 
on the part of the cecretary of state which 
led him to omit from the treaty that 
Clause of the Snes canal tredty which 
forms the baais of the Davis amendment. 
I think this charge hurt Secretary Hay 
more than any: other, for it implied care- 
lessness or tgnorance on his part. 

As a matter of fact; however, there 
was nothing of the sort. This clause 
was omitted for the reason that the con- 
ditions governing the two cases were en- 
tirely different. If Senator Davis had, by 
his amendment. given to the government 
of Nicaragua the right of defense by its 
own forces,“ he would have paralieled 
the right which ie given to the imperial 
Ottoman government in the Suez canal 
freaty. N is Nicaragua and not the 
Tinited States which holds the same rela- 
tive position teward this posed canal 
that Tutkey and Egypt do toward the 
Net canal. 

In view of th facts which 1 have en- 
deavored brifly to rtate, it seems to me 
that there is no need of misrepresenting 
the secretary of state. If conditions have 
changed #0 as to make it advisable to 
abandon that general principle of neu- 
trality which Fas leen the basic prin- 
ciple of all canal negotiations in the past, 
that is an entirely different question. 
That he should have adhered to that prin- 
ciple—that American principie—is cer- 
tainly no evidence of undue friendship to 
Great Britain or of eny lack on his part of 
real Americanism. Secretary Hay's ad- 
mirable conduct of the Chinese negotia- 
tions ought to be fresh enough in the 
minds of the American people to keep 
him immune from ‘petty misrepresenta- 
tion. , 

The President’s Views. 

President McKinley inclines to the be- 
lief that the treaty, as it has deen 
changed, will he found not gbjectionable 
by the British government and that, with 
the exchange of ratifications, the way 
will be cleared for canal legislation. It 
is certain, however, that the fight over 
the treaty and its amendment have had a 
tendency to delay canal legislation. 
Whether it will be possible to put a canal 
bill through at this session of congress 


time, The president believes that Great 
Britain will consider the action of the 


genate in the matter of the treaty as re- 
fiecting upon Secretary Hay and himself, 
and not upon the British government, 
and that the exchange of ratifications 
‘will come in due time. 

Secretary Hay is undoubtedly pretty 
gore at the misrepresentations he has re- 
ceived at the hands of certain of his 
party ) in the senate. He de- 
eves that had the treaty been handled 
at all properly, it could have been ratified 
as originally drawn and a good many of 
the leading republican senators think the 
game thing. They believe that much of

bers of the foreign relations committee, 
and Senator Lodge in particular; and be- 
cause of this, the management of the af-' 
fair has now been transferred to the 
steering committee, of which Senator Al- 
drich Is the head.

In the homes of weath and refinement it 
would not be cut of the nurse's hands.

At Moore Memorial church yesterday 
morning Dr. A. R. Holderby prefaced his 
sermon with some interesting remarks 
regarding the action of the board of po- 
lice commissioners in prohibiting the 
Strauss orchestra from givinz a concert 
at the Grand opera house last Sunday 
night. Dr. HAderby is chairman of the 
committee on Sabbath desecration of the 
Ministers’ Evangelical Association. and 
he was one of the leaders in the move- 
ment (o prevent the concert. His refer- 
ence to the matter yesterday was in the 
nature of a compliment to the commis- 
sloners, * 

The actién of Dr. Holderby ie peculiar- 
ly interesting from the fact that the com- 
missioners have been abused of late, 
mare of the denunciation coming from 
the pulpit. Dr. olderby declared that 
so-called sacred concerts will not be held 
in Atlanta and that the law will be up 
held. ? 

The following in a synopsis of his rer 
marks on the. concerts and of hia ser- 
mon: 

“Before announcing my text I wish to 
say something about the Sunday concert

“In Justice to the Ministers“ Associa- 
tion which I have represented in this 
affair, in justice to the board of police 
commissioners, and in justice to myself, 
I think our position ought to be known. 

‘When the fact was made known to the 
association that the Strauss orchestra 
was advertised to play in Atlanta on 
Sunday evening, the association instruct- 
ed me, as chairman of the committee 
on Sabbath desecration, to take such 
steps as might be necessary to prevent 
the concert from being held. 

In obedience to my instructions from 
the association, I called at once on sev 
eral members of the board of police com- 
missioners and laid the matter before 
them. I want to say just here that I 
was kindly and respectfully received by 
each commissioner and found them aii 
in hearty sympathy with tne association. 
From my interview with these gentlemen 
I felt impressed with the fact that they 
were anxious and determined to stand 
by the law and to perform their duty in 
the matter regardless of criticism. 
Ihe association did not influence the 
police commissioners in their action. As 
soon as their attention was called to the 
facts in the case they acted cheerfully, 
promptly and conscientiously. And in be- 
half of the association of ministers and 
of all Sabbath-loving people, I wish to 
thank the commissioners for their co- 
operation. : 

“These so-called sacred concerts will 
not be allewed to come to Atlanta and 
desecrate our Christian Sabbath. The law 
will be upheld: 

“Now, I ask you to consider with me 
the following words found in the Mth 
verse and Eth chapter of Matthew: 

„And when they had come to the mul- 
titude.’ 

“Our Lord, with Peter, John and James, 
had gone up on the mountain to hold a 
prayer meeting.

ow.

“They saw the glory of Christ as manl- 
feasted by His transfiguration on the 
mount; they heard the voice of God, the 
Father: This is my beloved son. Hear 
ye Him.’ 

“The prayer meeting on the mount of 
tranafiguration was the preparation for 
meeting the sin-burdened, sorrowing mul- 
titude below. . 

“Our Lord and his disciples could not 
stay on the mount of transfiguration.

anticipated. Dispatches from Lourengo 
Marques assert that all the Boer forces 
are plentifully supplied with ammunition, 
but terribly in want of food and clothing.

Boers Were All Around British Be- 
fore Discovered. 

London, December 17.—Thé Magalies- 
berg affair is described as follows in a 
dispatch to The Standard from Reitfon- 
tein: 


“The scene of the engagement was a 


horseshoe shaped depression. The Nor- 
thumberlands occupied the center. Gen- 
eral Clements was pitched 1,000 yards 


down at the eastern point of the horse- | 


shoe, and Colonel Legge’s camp was about 
800 yards distant. 2 

„General Delarey’s 1,000 men, against 
whom General Clements had fought re- 
peated actions, were suddenly, unknown 
to General Clements, re-enforced by 3,000 
men from Warm Baths, under Comman- 
dant Boyers. At daybresk Colonel Legre’s 
ploket descried what seemed a fresh 
force of British troops eighty yards dis- 
tant. The strangers were challenged. 
They replied with a volley, revealing 400 
Boers in khaki. The firing became heavy 
and the noise aroused Colonel Legge's 
troops, who arrived just in time to save 
the outposts from capture, 

“A furious engagement ensued. Artil- 
lery was brought up and it compelled the 


Boers to retire: Colonel Legge, follow- Dowman M fg Rj 70 


ing up the withdrawal, was shot dead 
by a bullet through his head. 

"General Clements and his staff soon 
arrived, The staff suffered severely, but 
General Clements appeared to have a 
charmed life. 

“While mounted men were driving the 
enemy back along a slope covered thick- 
ly with Boer dead, a deafening fire sud- 
denly broke on the plateau above. The 
signaliers heliographed that the Northum- 
berlands were being attacked. General 
Clements, convinced that they would 
easily hold their own, disposed the re- 
mainder of his force on the banks dnd 
rear of his two camps. | 

“At 4:30 a. m. a heliograph from the 
western peak announced that the Boers 
were about to overwhelm the Fusiliers. 
General Clements was unable to send 
adequate help, but dispatched yeomanry 
to climb the precipitous hiliside and re- 
ate a diversion. Before the yeomanry 
could come inte action the Boers had 
over-lapped the Northumberlands and 

possession of the entire horse- 
shoe, firing down on the yeomanry, en- 
tangied in the bushes and boulders. 

‘The Northumderlands made a magni- 
ficent defense so iong as their ammunil- 
tion lasted, According to the Boer ac- 
counts, many, even when restatance was 
hopeless, died fighting. 

“General Clements, now left with 7 
men, made superhuman’ efforts against 
the bullets from the Boers pouring over 
the peaks and managed to save his guns 
and the camp equipment. He retired in 
splendid order, and at 1 p. m. started 
to march to Reifontein, fighting a rear 
guard action all the way and arriving

not in the constitution are a menace; 
that the flag cannot stand for the be- 
nevolent acts of any administration. 
but for permanent things. He asserted 
it was a mockery to raise the flag in 
Porto Rico, while the governor stood 
under it and read a proclamation that 
the island is outside the constitution 
and under congress. He argued that if 
the act of annexation did not put Por- 
to Rico under the constitution, noth- 
ing else would, but to make it a state; 
that a law extending the constitution 
to the island would not be a funda- 
mental law, and might be repealed. He 
said that a government of absolute 
power is a terrible thing and under the 
constitution an impossible thing. 
Could Mr. Bryan have stated the 
question in words more forceful than 
these, which the former president used: 


If the constitution relates only to the 
states and their people, then all things 
prohibited in the states may be done in 
the acquired territory, and this view of 
the constitution is shocking. And if it 
could be done in Porto Rico, why could it 
not be done in Oklahoma, Indian Teritory 
and Alaska? A government of unlimited 
powers is un-American government. 

It Is one thing to tolerate a condition 
that already exists and another to create 
a wrong condition. Why should we 
make use of one tariff. law for the states 
and another for the territories? There is 
only one door of escape. It ig to deny 
that the territories are a part of the 
United States, but that region which {fs 
governed for the general welfare of the 
United States must be a part of the 
United States. If the act of acquiring 
territory does not extend the constitu- 
tion to it nothing will do it except its 
admission as a state. 

That we give back to Porto Rico all 
the money we get from her is not ex- 
cusable. It is given as a benefaction, 
and that is only to declare it in a state 
of vassalage. 

It is sald that expansion is the law of 
the natural life, but expansion may be 
dropsical. I do not argue against expan- 
sion, but the old coach may be a safer 
vehicle for the folks than the bicycle. 

For one who has gone out of the ser- 
vice, but who still loves his country, I 
cannot rejoice in the acquisition of lands 
at the cost of abandonment of the old 
American idew that government by abso- 
lute power is intolerable.

How To Maintain Integrity. 

Many people are at a loss as to how 
to maintain governmental integrity, 
local and general. and the world is full 
of remedies. 

Right Rev. Bishop Thompson, of 
Mississippi. who has spent a week re- 
viewing conditions in New York city, 
has this to say: 

When we elect a man to an office he 
has two things to do. One is to attend 
to the duties of tis office, and the other 
is to icok after his re-election, and he at- 
tenda to the latter so well that he has 
no time to attend to the duties of his 
office at all. Eternal vigilance' is the 
price of liberty, and it is the price of any- 
thing else that the public wants that is 
worth having. So, when a man is elected 
to an office the people cannot afford to 
go to sleep. They must keep awake and 
stand behind him with two sticks, sharp- 
ened at the front end. A government of 
the people, for thre people and by the peo- 
ple requires the constant attention of the 
reeple to see that they get the service 
they pay for. 

This is but putting an old truth into 
new form. It means that the man who 
will not attend to his own business 
must expect other people to wreck it 
for him. The wide awake man always 
has the best of it, and so with the wide 
awake city or country. The New Or- 
leans Picayune also pleads the vigi- 
lance of every citizen thus: 7 

Public officials are not bad all at ones. 
They become corrupt by . and 
wholly through the negiect and indiffer- 
ence of the people themselves. When the 
people who are responsible for having 
cenferred power and authority on their 
public agents or representatives shut their 
eyes to their faults and defaults, they 
deliberately encourage their officials to 
corruption and crime. 

The laws can be enforced anywhere if 
the people will it. When they are not 
enforced, it is the fault of the people 
themselves. One ofthe most remarkable 
facts in this connection is that men who 
are opposed to capital punishment by the 
processes of law, will, in toc many cases, 
not hestitate to approve violent popular 
justice, or even join actively in a lynch- 
ing bee.” They are in favor of lawless 
violence, but theif consciences will not 


permit them to consent to capital punish- |: 


ment by judicial processes. 

The fact is, when vice and crime abound 
in a community, the people themselves are 
more to blame than are the officials who 
fall to do their duty, for the officers are 
tempted by pecuniary influences to wink 
at and encourage violations of law, while 
the people, by their silence and indiffer- 
ence when the facts are made known, 
actually encourage the corrupt officials 
in abetting crime and vice and in shield- 
ing their perpetrators. In a government 
by the people, the people themselves are 
responsible for any long continued o- 
cial abuse and corruption. 2 

The laws can be enforced anywhere if 
the people want it done, and that all 
of the matter. 

Atlanta has been free—comparative- 
ly—from governmental scandals, trace- 
able in each case to popular. indiffer- 
ence. The people have been aroused, 
however, and vigilance will now call 
for freedom from scandal all the time.

Last Saturday morning 


| issued the following special order: 


“Complaint has been made to me 
passengers are in the habit of spitting 
on the floors of the street cars in the 
city. The captains of the force will read 


the following ordinance to the members 
| of their watches, 


and see that they 
strictly enforce the same: 

„Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council that from and after the first 
day of April next it shal] be disorderly 
conduct and unlawful for any one to spit 
or throw hulls, peelings or other litter 
upon the sidewalks or upon the floors 


of churches, public halls, theaters, street 


cars or other public places over which 
ladies are accustomed to pass in the city. 
Any one violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall, on conviction be- 
fore the recorder, and in his discrefion, 
be fined not less than one nor more than 
five dollars, and in default of immediate 
payment of such fine, shall be sentenced 
to work in the city chaingang not less 
than two nor more than ten days.“ 

The trolley car people as well as the 
police have requested the Constitution 
to publish this special order from the 
chief of police so that those who have 
been violating the spitting law may take 
notice and save themselves trouble, hu- 
millation and expense, for the police 
from now on will see that the law is 
rigidly enforced. 

Trolley car conductors will be- called 
upon to make prompt reports of any vio- 
lation of the law. A person seen spitting 
in a car will hereafter be turned over to 
an officer as soon as a policeman can be 
found.

John, and he stated that the character 
of thelr writings is Jifferent, eich placing 
pectliar emphasis on different features, 
but that when they centralize on the one 
great thought in Christ's teachings they 
all agree. They arrive at the conclusion 
that this one oes thing is love or 
charity. 

He then quoted from these aposties, 
showing Instances of where they had 
tnught that Christian love takes prece- 
cence over all other teachings. He de- 
clared that this divine love, showing its 
great power as it does, emanates from 
one great force. In dealing with the 
theme he discussed the two questions, 
what is Christian love and charity? He 
defined Christian love as a longing and 
desire placed in the heart to freely give 
and also a desire to bless. He showed 
that this love came from God, ae He had 
demonstrated the power of love by giv- 
ing to man the spark of life and of then 
giving His only begotten son. As an l- 
lustration of this love, he Kated that a 
man who is always willing to give as 
much as he possibly can to the church, 
that man will also show great affection 
for God and the church. The man filled 
with Christian love and charity also has 
a desire to bless, to elevate humanity, 
and to comfort and soothe the sorrowing 
ond the troubled. 

He then said that he had come here 


wan, and that he would give attention to 
the spiritual and social uplifting of his 
congregation and the city. Jesus Christ 
locked after the entire land, he said. The 
ecepel is for everybody. My conception 
of religion is a love that cares for hu- 
manity in every particular. Concerning 
charity,” said he, the text says ft must 
be fervent. It is a living, active princi- 
ple that sends men out to work against 
the devil, that sets hearts on fire. It 
is as a fire that catches from sol to 
sou 

Christian love. he declared, never wears 
out, but is always fervent, and has u 
desire for the uplifting of man. This love 
is also capable of cultivation, People 
sometimes want to warm themselves with 
revival fire, put I am convinced that 
those people cool about as fast as they 
warm. He sald he was not opposed to 
revivals, but was simply preaching 
‘against the warming that warms by up- 
braiding one’s self. He explained that 
people should do with cold hearts what 
they ought to do with warm hearts, and 
they would become warm. 


AT TRINITY CHURCH. ° 


Rev. J. W. Quillian preached a fine ser- 
mon yesterday at the morning service at 
Trinity church. A large congregation 
attended the service, which was of an 
interesting nature, 

Dr. Quillian's text was “Then Peter 
opened his mouth and said, ‘Of a truth I 
perceive that God is no reapecter of per- 
sons; but In every nation he that feareth 
Him and worketh righteousness, 1 ac- 
ecpted with Him.“ —-Acts x, 34-38. 

In part Dr. Quillian spoke as follows: 

“In this text we have first the state- 
ment of a great truth concerning God. 
He is important. God does not respect 
persons, We are so busy, as a people, 
Gividing up the human woe into guilds, 
classes and parties and so accustomed to 
attributing value to this work of ours 
by estimating the value and importance 
of men, according to the position which 
they may hold in these various circles 
that many of us have read into the char- 
acter of God the same traits which char- 
acterize us. We think he looks at men 
and estimates them by the same standard 
which We have created. But this is a 
mistake. This was the mistake which 
Peter made. He was a good man, but 
he was narrow, sectarian, bigoted and 
full of prejudice. He had no conception 
of the breadth, or the depth of God's love 
for men. He thought that the world ex- 
isted only for the Jews—that Christ was 
concerned only for the welfare of the 
Jewish people. He was intensely preju- 
diced against the Gentiles, thinking that 
they had no claini upon Jews, as a Savior. 
The«cause of Peter's prejudice was two- 
fold, as the cause of all prejudice ia, It 
was due to rearing and ignorance. He 
had been reared to believe that all others 
but his own people were wrong and had 
no claim upon Christ, and he was ignorant 
of the true relationship which the Jews 
sustained to other people, a3 well also as 
of the purpose of God concerning all 
men. 

„God, by a vision, and a word of com- 
mand, repeated three times, delivered 
Peter from this bondage of ignorance and 
prejudice, and caused him to see the truth 
of God's impartiality to the perso..s of 
men. That God is impartial and no re- 
specter of persons is seen first in the dis- 
tribution of His biessings. All men have 
the same sunshine, the same heat, the 
game rain. His beneficent hand drops His 
rich blessings in lavish profusion upon the 
high and the low, the just and the unjust, 
the rich and the poor, all just alike. In 
this day of trusts and combines, no man, 
or men, can corner 1 precious gifts 
of God or rob any one pf their benefits. 
Bo it is with spiritual biés#sings. There is 
the same atonement made for sin, the 
same saving power of repentance and 
faith. the same Holy Di rit, and the same 
heaven offered to all men through Christ, 
for he ‘by the grace of God ‘tasted death 
for every man.“ Let that man be white 
yellow, red or black, it makes no difter- 
ence—God does not respect their persons. 

“Again, this impartiality is seen in 
God's demands of men. There is one law 
for all men, and one standard of holi- 
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favor of any man with God. He owns 
all thinga, and raises up one man and sets 
down another. God is concerned not about 
externals. The hidden springs of life, as 
mH in motion, purpose and desire, are 
the determining factors 2 


that in all things. It means to respect, 
to reverence, to obey and to fear to of- 
fend Him in everything one does, and at 
all times. The second condition is this: 
One must work righteousness. This 
means to abstain from injury of persons 
in their bodies, in their property, in their 
reputation or character. It means also 
to do all the good one can in any or all 
of these things, to all men—to storify 
God in all one does. 

“Growing out of these facts there are 
three lessons which we should all learn 
and heed: First, the present and future 
welfare of every one as it pertains to 
God, is in his own keeping. No man can 
change another’s destiny for him. Each 
must do that for himself. Second, if con- 
demnation and eternal death is the por- 
tion of any, it will be just and right, 
and all ‘sentient beings will applaud the 
ecndemnation and punishment. He might 
have had it otherwise and would not. 
Finally we should all fear God and work 
righteousness that we may be accepted 
with Him now and forever.”

The morning sermon at Merritts Avenue 
church was preached by Rev. John B. 
Robins, presiding elder of the Griffin 
district, from the text, Matthew vii, 12: 

“Therefore all things whatsoever ye 
would that men should do to you, do ye 
even so to them; for this is the law and 
the prophets.”’ 

He said in substance: 

The young preacher who stood on the 
Mount of Olives uttered in his great ser- 
mon all the truths of All religion and all 
service to God. Omitting our view of him 
as divine, we hear this wonderful preach- 
er condensing the law and the prophets 
into a single sentence. His matchless pow- 
er of speech attracta ug ln this conscience- 
uttered formula that gives us human 
life and religion complete, and we would 
worship him even though he were not 
divine. Could we see éven ordinary man 
in the greatness of such a divine utter- 
ance, we would bow in adoration before 
him. 

The text changes the\ ground of mo- 
tive in all life. Our bearing toward all 
others must be determined by our judg- 
ment of tnem and their surroundings, 
and then so do to them as we would have 
them do unto us. We should deal with 
the men about us according to their bent, 
and education, and springs of action, as 
we can know them, and let their acts. 
be seen charitably by us in the light of. 
all the good we can find in them. Jesus 
Christ lived by this rule. He lived, 
dressed and looked like the men of his 
time; yet he never made a mistake in 
summing up men by this golden rule, and 
no part of his life can be construed in- 
to anything that looked to self-interest 
or that varied in aught from his great 
ruling principle given to us today. 

By this one rule of action and by his 
life in conformity with it, this famed 
young preacher, then only thirty-one 
yeara old, gave law to all men of all time. 
He legislated once and forever for the 
whole universe, the highest, best and 
greatest law that could be enacted. That 
man lives best who comes nearest living 
up to the golden rule. Live close to this 
law and you will not go far until you find 
yourself in communion with the Most 
High. From infancy to age we live with- 
in the circle of good deeds. 

Eternity will not outlive this great law 
of the preacher on the mount, and every 
moment of fleeting time demands that 
Whatsoever ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye even so to them.”

„Lake poets,” Wordsworth, Coleridge 
and Souther, 1832-1850; and third, the Vic- 
torian age, 1350-1900. American literature 
was treated under two divisions—the age 
of Irving, 1800-1850, and the age of Emer- 
son, 1850-1900. Mention was made of the 
quality and character of our great poets, 
Longfellow, Bryant and Whittier, and the 
great wits of Vine, Lowell, Holmes and 
Saxe. An estimate was given of the 
works of American novelists headed by 
Hawthorne, and cf that triad of emi- 
nent historians, Bancroft, Prescott and 
Motley. and the seer, sage and poet, 
Ralph Waldo Emerson. 

Edgar Allen Poe and Sidney Lanier 
were pronounced the foremost-<of the 
versifiers of our section. 

Dr. Landrum quoted some stanzas from 
Lanier’s Song of the Chattahoochee,” 
and also Theodore O'Hara's “Bivouac of 
the Dead.“ 

In summing up, Dr. Landrum expressed 
the opinion that literature during the 
past one hundred years has become in- 
creasingly clear and pure; its trend has 
been toward naturalness and simplicity, 
toward reverence for nature, toward hu- 
man brotherhood and religious toleration, 
toward a higher ethical civilization. Earth 
is a better place to live in and life it- 
self is sweeter and saner and Christ is 
dearer and heaven is nearer than eyer 
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Dr. Bridewell said in part:
